shows that in the year 1909 the de­ 
p artment 
rep onded 
to 
thirty-fiv e 
alarms. 
Since the dep artment was 
organized, a total of 102 alarms hav e 
been answered. 
The yearly rep ort shows that in the 
p ast year the fires hav e caused a loss 
to buildings of $17 ,8 31.35, while the 
aggregate loss to contents was $43,- 
199 10. The total fire loss in 1909 for 
the city of 
Seymour, amounted to 
$61,030.45, There was also one fire 
outside the city limits, which resulted 
in a loss of nearly $1000 which is not 
included in the rep ort, as it p rop erty 
was not within the jurisdiction of 
the dep artment. 
The total fire loss was large last 
year because of the heav y loss result­ 
ing from the Ahlbrand fire which was 
of an anusual character. 
The total loss caused by this fire 
alone amounted to ov er $60,000leav ing 
about $1000.00 
as the loss of all 
others. 
A comp lete record is kep t of each 
fire showing when the fire occurred, l 
who owned the p rop erty, where it was 
located and who occup ied it. 
The 
cause of the fire is also recorded, to­ 
gether with the loss to building and 
contents. 
The water p ressure is also 
made a matter of record in each fire. 
The dep artment is now in excellent 
condition and has done some good 
work since its organization sev eral 
years ago.

large fires were 
p rev ented by the timely arriv al of the

A NEW LONDON. 


B it City I* Being Rebuilt a * 
R a pidly a » >'ew Yo rk. 
London 
is being rebuilt as rapidly 
a s New York; but it is so much vaster 
than the American city that the pro­ 
cess is less conspicuous. 
Nothing is 
being done to-day that stands out so 
prominently as the g reat bridg es over 
the East River; nor is there any ana­ 
log ue in London to the irruption of 
hotels and office building s above the 
norma! sky -line in New York, the near­ 
est approach 
to a 
"sky -scraper' — 
Queen Anne’s mansions, Westminster 
—vary ing in heig ht from eleven to 
fourteen stories only . 
Of g overnmental 
projects perhaps 
the g reatest is the buy ing out of the 
companies that supply London with 
water. 
Their claims 
amounted 
to 
about $250,000,000, but radical cuts 
were made by the court of arbitration 
appointed to adjudicate them. 
It is 
unlikely that the Metropolitan Water 
Board will do as well, financially , as 
eig ht companies, for the city ’s needs 
are g rowing with its population, while 
one of the chief sources of supply —the 
Thames—has been g radually 
dwin­ 
dling for the last twenty y ears, so 
that k will be necessary to g o far 
afield, before long , for a supply of wa­ 
ter that caD be depended on in times 
of drouth. 
Next comes the proposed 
improvement of the port, and its con­ 
trol by a sing le body exercising the 
powers 
now 
divided 
between 
the 
Thames conservancy and other author­ 
ities. 
The commerce of London has 
not g rown as rapidly of late as the 
dty itself. Lest it should continue to 
lose g round, a roy al commission has 
reported, the river channel must be 
widened to from 6 0 to 1,000 feet, and 
deepened to 30 feet at low water. The 
estimated expense of this improvement 
Is $12,500,000; and new docks are rec­ 
ommended at a cost of about $22,500,- 
0 0 0. 
The principal public improvements 
of the last fifteen y ears have been due 
to the county council, which supersed­ 
ed the Metropolitan Board of Works 
under the local g overnment act of 
1888. 
One of the least conspicuous 
but most costly of its sing le under­ 
taking s 
is 
the 
Blackwall 
tunnel, 
which, when opened in 189 7, had swal­ 
lowed up $7,000,000. 
The next under­ 
taking of the sort (the tunnel from 
Rotherhithe to RatclifTe) is expected 
to absorb nearly as much. The Tower 
bridg e, completed In 189 4 at a cost of 
$5,000,000—the 
most conspicuous of 
London 
bridg es, 
the 
one 
farthest 
down stream and the only one provid­ 
ed with a draw—was the work of the 
corporation of the city of London; and 
the same body is now widening Lon­ 
don bridg e, the most famous and still 
the most traveled of the many roads 
across the Thames. 
The cost is esti­ 
mated at $500,000. 
The corporation 
before long will probably lower the 
•rown of the 
Southward bridg e—a 
task which will virtually Involve re­ 
building . and is expected to swallow 
up $1,7 50,00b 
The sway of the coun­ 
ty coundl beg ins somewhat farther 
up the river, where $1,500,000 Is being 
spent to replace Vauxhall bridg e with 
a structure of steel.—Century '.

Micheál Thomas, a 19 -y ear-old boy 
of this city , sold himself as security 
for a note for $1,000, g iven by his eld­ 
er brother, to Georg e F. Nassif, a fruit 
dealer on Union street, a North Adams 
(M ass.' correspondent of the Boston 
American say s. 
Thomas has not had any money for a 
y ear and a half, but he has worked 
early and late for Nassif, and the mon­ 
ey he should have received in wag es 
has g one upon the pay ment of the 
note. 
He sacrificed himself willing ly 
that his brother mig ht g o to colleg e 
and become a civil eng ineer. The note 
has Just been paid. 
Edward Thomas, brother of Michael, 
was a partner with Nassif in the fruit 
business in North Adams. 
He was 
ambitious and desired to return to 
Sy ria, where he could attend the Amer­ 
ican colleg e for a course in civil eng i­ 
neering . 
This would take much mon­ 
ey .more than be had saved and could 
raise by selling out his share of the 
business. 
Nassif ag reed to advance 
Edward $1,000 if he oould g ive securi­ 
ty , but the only security Edward could 
offer was his brother. 
Michael eag erly volunteered to be 
hostag e for the pay ment of the note 
and sig ned an ag reement by which he 
bound himself to work for Nassif with­ 
out pay until such time as the note 
was paid. He faithfully kept the ag ree­ 
ment. 
Nassif allowed him $i* a week 
and his board, and the money never 
reached Michael’s hand, being applied 
to the note. After his long day 's work 
he occasionally did odd Jobs for out­ 
siders and in this way g ot enoug h to 
clothe himself. 
Curiously enoug h a day or two ag o 
he received $200 from an old man and 
now he has capital enoug h to g o into 
business. 
Nassif is enthusiastic about 
the boy and wants him to g o into 
business with him. 
Michael has been in this country 
three y ears. 
His parents are still in 
Sy ria, but he and his brother hope to 
bring them to America as soon as they 
g et established.

The food supplies consisted of sug ar, 
pemmican, biscuits, cheese, plasmon, 
chocolate, tea, cocoa, “emerg ency ra­ 
tion” and “emerg ency oxo.” Lieutei« 
ant Shackleton say s in McClure's. Su 
g ar, which has g reat heating proper­ 
ties. was an important item. The bis­ 
cuits weig hed about 
twelve to the 
pound and were made of whole meal, 
with 25 per cent of plasmon added. 
The pemmican was made of the best 
part of beef, g round down and mixed 
with 6 0 per cent of lard. 
There are 
many kinds of pemmican on the mar­ 
ket, but that procured for the expe­ 
dition from Copenhag en was particu­ 
larly g ood. 
The plasmon pow’der was 
added to our tea and we found it a 
valuable 
preparation. 
The 
“emer­ 
g ency ration," 
which 
consisted 
of 
crushed bacon, peas and beans, was 
added to pemmican and powdered bis­ 
cuit to make “hoosh,” the chief item 
of the limited menu. We had hoosh in 
the morning and evening , with bis­ 
cuits, and the chocolate and cheese, also 
with biscuits, were used on alternate 
day s for luncheon. 
We drank tea at 
luncheon and cocoa at breakfast and 
dinner. Each man’s outfit of g arments 
consisted of tw’o pairs of Jaeg er pa­ 
jama trousers, sing let, shirt, g uern­ 
sey , Burberry overalls, ten pairs of 
heavy socks, three pairs of finneskoe, 
Balaclava cap for the head, with Bur­ 
berry covering , larg e muffler and fur 
mitts hung from the neck by pieces of 
lamp wick so that they would not be 
lost when taken from the hands. With 
this outfit we were absent from the 
hut 
about 
one-third 
of 
a 
y ear. 
Washing is not possible on a sledg ing 
journey , althoug h at the winter quar­ 
ters we were fairly reg ular in our 
ablutions.

M usicia n 
Thro w 
Liwht o n lit* U nha ppy Life. 
The musical world, say s the book re­ 
viewer of the London Morning Post, 
is once more indebted to Ashton Ellis 
for contributions to the Wag ner lit­ 
erature. The subject of his latest vol 
ume is the letters written by Richard 
Wag ner to his first wife Minna, the 
name by which he called the actress 
Christine Wilhelmine Planer, to whom 
he w’as married at the ag e of 23 at 
Mag deburg in 1836 . 
Minna Wag ner 
died in 186 6 , after she had been sep­ 
arated from her husband for about 
four y ears. 
It is a question whether 
she was ever united to him in that 
bond of sy mpathy and interest which 
should exist between 
husband 
and 
wife. 
The whole story is extremely 
sad and painful. Wrhen promoted from 
the post of chorusmaster at Wurzburg 
to that of conductor at Mag deburg In 
1834 "Wag ner met Minna Planer, who 
was eng ag ed at the theater as an ac­ 
tress for juvenile parts. 
She was in 
reality his senior by three and a half 
y ears, althoug h she claimed to be of 
the same ag e. 
The marriag e itself 
was inauspicious, for it took 
place 
while Wag ner was out of an eng ag e­ 
ment. 
The wife very soon beg an to 
exercise an influence over her hus­ 
band. 
Had she been a woman of in­ 
tellect and education, or possibly of 
insig ht and sy mpathy , matters mig ht 
have been different, but she w’as, Mr. 
Ellis tells us. the daug hter of a me­ 
chanic and broug ht up In a deg ree of 
ig norance that did not permit of her 
acquiring a knowledg e of how to write 
until she had reached maturity . 
The letters, of which there are 26 9 
in the two volumes, unfold a very 
unhappy story of willful 
misunder­ 
standing and wild imag ining s on the 
part of Wag ner’s unsy mpathetic wife. 
In fact, save for the lig ht they throw 
on the character of a g reat man, they 
wmuld be but the reopening of a chap­ 
ter of extreme sadness. 
They show 
an unflag g ing spirit of consideration 
and forg iveness on the part of Wag ner 
perhaps too much consideration and 
forg iveness for the^shortcoming s of a 
nature like that of Minna Wag ner. 
Apart from the fact that the letters 
are addressed to his wife they contain 
.much detail hitherto lacking with re­ 
g ard to the early day s, and herein we 
must consider that their value lies. 
As a record of the relations between 
husband and wife, the one with his 
way to make along a difficult path of 
his own creating , and the other deter­ 
mined beforehand to oppose him at 
every step, it is all almost too painful. 
The student of phy siog nomy will, how­ 
ever, find an explanation of Minna’s 
nature in the portrait g iven in the sec­ 
ond volume, and will be able to judg e 
from the portrait of Wag ner himself 
which prefaces the first volume how 
unlikely it was that there could ever 
be perfect accord between the two na­ 
tures.
